The Board of Aldermen has approved an 
amendment to the building code in order that 
metal panels may be used in the exterior walls 
of large buildings. Since this type of construc- 
tion generally is less costly than old-fashioned 
masonry wark the amendment could stimulate a 
minor building boom in the city. 

That would be fine. Not only would it create 
jobs, it also would help the public purse by a not 
inconsiderable extent. For example, Brown Shoe 
Co. plans to put up à $6,000,000 building in South 
St. Louis with this type of construction. On the 
basis of a 40 per cent valuation for tax purposes, 
the yield from the real estate levy on this one 
structure would run to some $73,000 annually. 

Unfortunately, however, the Aldermen knuck- 
led under to pressure from the bricklayers 
and others and limited use of the panels to build- 
ings with more than 100,000 square feet of floor 


~ gpace. This is rank discrimination against the 


small business mai. Sutely the Aldermen would 
not have the nerve ta Argue that only the large 
corporation should hase, he right to employ the 
modern, less costly 4 ue.

But that is not ak “ : The Aldermen also spe- 
cifically barred the use of panels in the con- 
struction of schools and hospitals. Assuming 
only non-combustible, weather-resistant materials 
are used, why should these new materials be 
prohibited in schools and hospitals? The taxes 
that help pay for such institutions come out of 
the pockets of the people. Why are the Alder- 
men discriminating against the taxpayers? 

The answer, of course, Is that the amendment 
is a compromise designed to satisfy the brick- 
layers’ union and the building materials indus- 
try on the one hand, and the spokesmen for 
those who might desire to put up a big building 
on the other. Sinee the small business man and 
the individual taxpayer did not yell loudly 
enough their representatives in the Board of 
Aldermen, with few exceptions, ignored them. 

Other instances of this kind of catering to a 
special interest could be cited. Three years ago 
when the school system was ready to move ahead 
with its $17,230,000 building program the Alder- 
men prohibited the use of modern lightweight 
structural steel construction in any of the larger 
schools. Fewer bricks are needed in this kind 
of building. The Aldermen were protecting the 
bricklayers and the building materials suppliers 
at the expense of the taxpayer.

These difficulties arise because the existing 
building code is based largely on ‘specification 
factors. Builders are required to use specific 
materials to the exclusion of all others, even 
newer ones which might be cheaper in them- 
selves and cheaper to install. This is a legalized 
racket. The result is that the building code is a 
prime weapon for the protection of the special 
interest, and an obstacle in tke path of progress. 
What St. Louis needs is a building code based 
primarily on performance. A material that meets 
requirements of strength, fire resistance and 
other physical qualities necessary for safety 
ought to be permissible. This would enable 
builders to use new materials and techniques as 
they are developed. 

Mayor Tucker has appointed a 13-member 
committee to draft just such à code. While this 
task may not capture the headlines and bring 
the committee fame and fortune, it is neverthe- 
less of deep importance to St. Louis. Other ma- 
jor cities are adopting the performance-type 
code. If St. Louis wants to remain competitive 
with them it will have to follow suit.

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Life Among Corporate Cousins 
Federal District Judge Walter LaBuy at Chi- 
cago, in throwing out the Government’s huge 
anti-trust case against Du Pant and General Mo- 
tors, appears to have relied on what is certainly 
a fact of modern industrial life. 


The Government case rested in part on the 
contention that in acquiring control of General 
Motors some 30 years ago the Du Pont interests 
had gained a protected market for their own 
products. By thus diminishing the effect of com- 
petition, it was charged, Du Pont and General 
Motors were guilty of restraint of trade in vio- 
lation of anti-trust laws. 

Du Pont's defense, which has now been up- 
held by Judge LaBuy, was that though it may 
have acquired control of G. M. it still had to com- 
pete against other suppliers just as vigorously 
as if it had not. According to the court’s finding, 
this argument was borne out by the evidence. 

Take Duco, for example, the Du Pont finish 
which helped to make the whole art of auto mass 
production possible. The Government tried to 
prove that, because General Motors cars all use 
Duco, G.M. must have been under ownership 
pressure to use it. But the evidence showed, ac- 
cording to Judge LaBuy’s decision, that Du 
Pont sold Duco to G. M. only by unremitting 
sales effort, by keeping G.M. satisfied. 

There was no evidence, said the judge, that 
G.M. was ever prevented by Du Pont from using 
a competitor’s finish. 

The fact of industrial life which Judge LaBuy 
here encountered is the predominance of man- 
agement over ownership in the control of mod- 
ern industry. Each corporate structure is a rela- 
tively self-contained bureaucracy, and even 
though two of them may be related by stock 


ownership each responds primarily to motives 


which serve its bureaucratic self-interest. 
G.M., being interested in selling cars, would 


not be likely to buy,a Du Pont finish which was - 


so markedly inferior to competing products as to 
impair G.M.’s position as an auto producer. Du 
Pont therefore had to meet or surpass the com- 
petition. If it did not, the G.M. bureaucracy 
would hot for long overlook the lapse just be- 
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cause the Du Pont bureaucracy happened to be 
distantly related through stock ownership. De- 
spite the remoteness or ownership and the 
immegiacy ot matiagefient, guch a relationship 
can of coursé produce very real restraints of 
competition. Judge LaBuy says that in this case 
it did not, and unless his ‘opinion is overturned 
on appeal this must stand as the present legal 
judgment. 
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An Overwhelming Vote 


Whether the United Nations resolution con- 
demning China's detention of the 11 American 
flyers will help or hinder their release can only 
be guessed. But the vote by which it was passed 


‘ —47 to, 5, only the Soviet bloc voting No and 


only seven other nations abstaining—ought to be 
pondered very seriously in Peiping. 

What the size of this vote means, very plainly, 
is that an overwhelming majority of United Na- 
tions opinion. agrees that in detdining these 
prisoners the Chinese violated the clear terms of 
the Korean armistice agreement. 

Even if Peiping’s Soviet apologist, Mr. Malik, 
had substantiated the claim that these flyers 
Were engaged in espionage—and he never did 
he Had no real answer whatever to the fact that 


in sighing the armistice pact China agreed to re- 


turn all willing prisoners whether or not they 
had been charged with “crimes.” 

Some of the seven abstaining members felt that 
the General Assembly lacked jurisdiction, and 
that the case should be handled by the Korean 
Armistice Commission. India explained its own 
abstention by arguing that China should have 
been heard before being condemned. 

As a matter of fact, however, the resolution 
is not a harsh one in the circumstances. With 
dignity and restraint, it cites the terms of the 
Korean Armistice agreement, declares that the 
detention of the prisoners is a violation of the 
agreement, and “condemns, as contrary to the 
agreement,“ their trial and conviction. Then it 
calls upon the Secretary General to seek the re- 
lease of the prisoners and report back by De- 
cember 31. 

Peiping has already declared, informally, that 
the prisoners will not be released. If the Com- 
munists are wise, they will remind themselves 
that they cannot expect to win admission to the 
U.N. in defiance of U.N. majority sentiment, and 
they will take another look at the General As- 
sembly vote—47 to 5. 
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New Blow at Soil Saving 

Thé Soil Conservation Service, weakened last 
year. by Secretary Benson’s: elimination of seven 
regional offices, faces the danger of still worse 
damage next year. It will to all practical pur- 
poses be destroyed if a recommendation of the 
Committee on Federal Aid to Agriculture is 
carried out. This committee, part of President 
Eisenhower’s Commission on Intergovernmental 
Relations, proposes transferring the work of the 
SCS to the states. 

The states were doing precious little about the 


deterioration of farm lands from wind and water 


erosion when.the SCS was set up during the 
depression twenty-odd years ago. Even last year 
the states were putting up for soil conservation 
only $2,000,000 compared with the Federal Gov- 
ernment’s *$56,000,000. 

Fortunately, next year’s prospective attack on 
soil conservation appears likely to face more 
formidable opposition than did last year’s attack 
on the regional offices. Senator Ellender of 
Loutsiana, who is to be chairman of the Senate 
Agriculture. Committee, and ordinarily is “a 

state's rights man. opposes transfer of the 
Soil Conservation Service to the states. “This is 
a matter so vast and so important that it must 
be handled by the Federal Government,” he 
declares. 

At the least, the friends of soil conservation 
have been alerted this timé well in advance. A 
solid wall of defense should be ready if the 
move is attempted either by executive or legis- 
lative action.

The prosecutor has only eight assistants. 

Their pay ranges from $4238 to $5514, hardly 
enough to attract the best lawyers. 

Consequently thé assistants are permitted pri- 
vate legal practice on the side, and the economic 
facts of life compel them to give as much atten- 
tion to this as to official business. 

There are no trained legal investigators. 

On top of that, the Prosecuting Attorney can- 
not work through one police force, as the Circuit 
Attorney of St. Louis does, but must depend on 
the Sheriff's office and a myriad of local police 
agencies. This situation will be improved by 
creation of the new county police force, but the 
prosecutor's office Lens needs its own investi- 
gators. 

Mr. Garnholz wants a budget to include two 
lawyer-investigators with FBI experience. He 
seeks to increase his assistants from eight to 
nine, and to raise their pay to a $5000-$8400 
range. He would bar further private practice and 
keep them strictly to official business. Such im- 
provements were suggested by the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee on Law Enforcement, which drafted the 
county police plan. 

The proposed budget for 1955 comes to 
$109,085, as compared with $67,729 for 1954. 
This is a eonsiderable increase, and the home 
rule charter compels the county to live within 
its means. So Supervisor Matthews says he hopes 
to support as much of the Garnholz plan as pos- 
sible under. county laws. 

One thing is certain. A Prosecuting Attorney, 
however able, cannot do the job he was elected 
for without an adequate and capable staff. The 
county can expect no more than it pays for in 
law enforcement.

There is daily exposition of 
the Blessed Sacrament at the 


Franciscan Capuchin Fa- 
thers. The Rev. Joseph Adams, 
O.F.M. Cap., is the pastor. 


A model of the proposed new 
Marian Eucharistic sanctuary 
has been placed in the church; 
it is the next step in the exten- 
sive remodeling program. 


The new windows in the 
church are quite large, but Emil 
Frei and his artists have con- 
centrated the Eucharistic sym- 
bols in comparatively small 
areas of the glass, with striking 
effects. The treatment of the 
symbols is modern. 


The large front window, over- 
looking Locust, holds four fig- 
ures, St. Clare and the convent 
of San Damiane are depicted, 
and the incident is of St. Glare 
repelling the Saracens by hold- 
ing the Eucharist -before them. 
In the St. Francis panel of this 
window, the hands of the saint 
are shown in adoration, and 
Christ in the manger is sug- 
gested by the Chi Rho—the tra- 
ditional monogram which is the 
emblem of Christ. 

The St. Anthony panel depicts 
the incident in which the donkey 
knelt in-reverence as St.. An- 
thony held the Eucharist before 
it. St. Paschal is honored in the 
fourth panel because of his 
great devotion to the Eucharist; 
the scene shews the monstrance 
being carried in procession un- 
der the canopy while incense 
smoke rises above it. 

The windows in the nave car- 
ry many representations of the 
Eucharist. The first window on 
the inside, gr west wall, near- 
est the Blessed Mother altar, 
shows the chalice and host, and 
the substance is suggested by 
wheat and grapes.

The 
legend of the pelican is used as 
a symbol of the sacrifice of 
Christ. , 

Abraham and Abel and Melch- 
isdech are shown in other win- 
dows. In the Abraham symbol, 
the hand of Abraham is stayed 
by the hand of God from slaying 
his son Isaac as a sacrifice. 

The background ornamental 
portions of the nava windows 
use alternating grape and oak 
motifs.
